As the Prin¢ess: was not 25 
and so required her sister's 
permission to wed, the Queen 
withheld it: as temporal Gov 
ernor of the Church of.

Ant-Hills for China 


HE DEVELOPMENT OF 
China, which so often has been 
described as merely an agricultural 
revohation rather than a communist _ 
one, is now enterins : 
For eath member of the farm pop- 
ulation, which comprises about 500 
million people, this means life as a 


 propertyless unit in one of many 


vast, semi-military production 
groups, much like the existence of 
hens ia—the—modern mass-produc- 
tion egg factories of this continent. 

In the first phase of the revo- 
lution,-which got under way about * 
ten years ago, the land avas taken 
from hereditary landlords and far- 
celled out among the peasants. This 
had hardly been accomplished, with- 
in about five years, when the-sec- 
ond stage was inaugurated. This 
consisted of assembling the peasants 


into“ cooperatives; i i lige 


Russian collective farms. 

The third phase is already under 
way, and by reason of its basic 
change in traditional Chinese life as 
well as the sheer vastness of the 
operation, it must constitute what 
has been described by a Western 
observer as “one of the most sig- 
nificant events of our time.” It 
should also be considered against 
the background of population sta- 
tistics, which predict a numerical 
strength of one billion for China 
within the next 25 years. 

This phase is the development 
of the commune—an extension of 
the collective farm idea in a much 
more regimented and inclusive 
form. 

The collective farm system: in 
Russia permits~ the individual to 
farm a piece of land for himself and 
own afew animals, in addition to 
his-Work for the kolkhoz. Personal 


“Ingomes within the collective vary; 


-‘the system stands halfway betweeri 
the private farm and the commune. 

It is the commune which China 
is now organizing throughout the 
country; some 150 million people

Humble Monk 
Wins Nobel 


Peace Prize 


OSLO (UPI) Father 
Georges Pire, a Belgian Ro- 
man Catholic monk, was 
awarded the 1958 Nobel Peace 
Prize today for his work in 
resettling refugees 

The humble Belgian friar 
will receive the $42,000 award 
from Norway's King Olav at 
a ceremony in Oslo on Dec. 10. 

Father Pire, 48, already is 
a hero in his Belgian home- 
land. He was chaplain of the 
anti-Nazi underground during 
the war, and helped establish 
an intelligence network to aid 
the Allies, 

In 1949 he was deeply moved 


by the plight of old and in- 
valid war refugees whom 
other nations refused to ac- 


cept because of their infirmi- 
ties. He founded his “aid to 
displaced persons” organiza- 
tion. then. 

In Belgium, Father Pire set 
up four homes for DP’s. Then 
he branched out across Eur- 
ope, establishing five “Europa 
Villages.” 

The peace prize winner's 
full name is Dominique Geor- 
ges Pire. He was born at Din- 
ant, Belgium, in 1910. He en- 
tered the Dominican Order in 
1928. He took advanced stud- 
ies in Rome and received a 
doctor’s degree in 1936,

Some of Canada’s top power

LONDON—As I mentioned recently the 
once popular indoor arena, Empress Hall, 
has been closed and is being demolished to 
make way for office buildings. Now the 
news is that Harringay Arena packs up at 
the end of this month, for the Home and 
Coionial chain of grocery stores to move in 
and use it as a warehouse. 

So the sorry situation now is that Lon- 
don is left with only one major indoor arena 
—Wembiey. . 

Where lies the blame for the death of 


Harringay? Once more, as with the Empress} 


Hall, it’s television that's 
the whipping horse. What 
in this century has caused 
more of a social revolu- 
tion than the Oneeyed 
Monster?

Harringay Arena (the 
adjoining outdoor stadium 
still survives for grey- 

Reybura hound racing) was built in 
1937 and in postwar years has been the 
venue mainly of ice hockey, horse jumping, 
Christmas circuses and boxing. -

A drawback of Harringay was that it was 
never an easy to get to spot. More than 
five miles across town from Piccadilly,

ney. Given a choice of traipsing out to 
Harringay or staying at home and watching 
TV, comparatively few chose the former— 
even despite the fact that Solomons tried to 
safeguard his takings by refusing to televise 
any of his fights.

Getting the winter schedules or- 
ganized during the summer months they 
were shocked to realize that throughout the 
British Isles they were down to tifree teams. 

However, after a lot of effort, they man- 
aged to revive a couple more and this 
winter's five-team league consists of two 
Scottish teams (in Edinburgh and Paisley) 
and _teams_ in. Nottingham,_London and 
Brighton. The fact that Brighton, at the 
bottom of England, has to have fixtures with 
Edinburgh away up there in Scotland shows 
what a problem they have to get any hockey 
games organized. ; 

Perhaps Harringay would have survived, 
had they been able to do what Brighton does. 
Thanks to a friendly town council, Brighton 
quite illegally stages sports events on Sun- 
day, in blatant violafion of the Sunday 
Entertainments Act of 1932.

Seventy deputies will be 
named to the French National 
Assembly in Paris in the elec-| 
tions Nov. 28-30. Algeria proper 
wil] have 67 and three will be 
from the Sahara, which is ad- 
ministered separately. 

The proportion of Moslems to 
be elected has been fixed by 
law at two-thirds of the total. 
This will mean 46 Moslems 
will be sent to Paris, 44 from 
|Algeria and two from the
